Paris there nre lll'll, of which COU hnvf been 
established within the Inst year. The Paris- 
innjire brigade is organized like nu ordhmry 
regiment. The Mini^lur of War places thfs 
regiment nt thedisposal of the city of Paris, 
by whom it is supported. It is "composed 
of two battalions, each of six compnuif-s. 
uinkinu a totnl of fifty officers and l.ll'.MI 
men. reduced by sirl.- nnd retired lists >., ,,„ 
eU'ectivo of 1,1'id. The regiment of firemen 
occupies a hotel nud eleven barracks. 
Tho 


hotel occupied by tho stall' is situated on 
the Boulevard du Palais; the barracks nre 
scattn-rd all over the town, nud in addition 
to them nro niuety-thico stations, tvventv- 
six stations nt tbcntreH, nnd four stations in 
four largo establishments. 
The material 


consists of 2117 hand pumps and four stenm 
pumps. 
As wns seen iu tho cnso of llio 


Priutemps fire, 
even these four pumps 


cnnuot be worked siaiultaneouely for wnot 
of water. Tho hand pumps nra drawn by 
the pompiers themselves; the stenm pump';! 
nro drawn by horses lent by the omnibus 
company. .The shortest timo in which a 
steam pump generally arrives at thofire after 
tho alarm hns been given is hnlf nn hour. 
The nbsurdity of such a stnte of nffnirs is 
obvious, but routine nnd bureaucracy nre so 
strong in France that we do not hope to see 
it rapidly changed for the better. It is truo 
that recently tho Municipal Council voted a 
sum of lL".l,OI)Of. for tho purchase of live 
steam fire engines. 
When these five are 


bought Paris will possess nine steam lire

within the domain of bureaucracy it will 
nln-nys bo inefficacious.—[Parisian.
